It is said that when the clerks ap- 
jieared at the bank on the morn’ng of 
the 25th they found entries by strange 
hands in the books. 
The receivers of tb.e Borough bank 
also have started an investigatit n in­ 
to these last-moment iiaymeiits and 
they intend to bring civil actions to 
compel the return of every penny to 
the bank. 
It is expected that in the course of 
tlie investigation into 
the 
.Boioiigh 
bank affairs by the new grand jury 
more indictments 
will 
be 
leturned 
against at least one of the men who 
have already been prominently men­ 
tioned ill the scandals, 
31artin W. Littiletqn, counsel for 
William Gow, the indicted Borough 
bank director, Laving issued on .•Satur­ 
day a statement in defense of his 
client and attacking other directors 
of the institution, notably Wiliam S. 
Hurley, it was decided Sunday, at a 
meeting of Mr. Hurley’s friends in 
Brooklyn, that a statement should be 
issued telling the facts in the case. 
The statement was as follows; 
“It is true that Mr. Hurley was 
abrupt ill his t ’-eatment of Gow. 
It 
is true that Mr. Hurley went 
Gow 
hammer and tongs. 
As a matter of 
unadorned fact, Mr. Hurley threaten­ 
ed to shoot Gow, Campbell and Max­ 
well unless they made restitution to 
the bank.

p eop le he would deceive. 
In 
bered ways he p aves the 
criminal op erations. 
A fter .some years of service as chief 
of Lolice in Altoona, Pa., I hecame 
the emp loye, about eleven yea-s ago, 
of a p rivate detective agencj-. W hile 
so emp loyed, my duties were largely 
the Investigation of offenses com m it­ 
ted against the p rop erty of coal and 
railroad comp anies in 
Pennsylvania 
and Ohio. 
.1 found that most dep re­ 
dations of this sort had their incep ­ 
tion and foimtain head in the 'odging 
houses of New Yoriv city.

It was made 
of musiin and p ap er and adm irably 
served the p urp ose for which it was 
intended, for several m onths later I 
saw the same gentlem an industriously 
disp laying his handless arm, and sell­ 
ing small c ares cut from 
bar.-? of 
cheap laundry soap , 
for 
anyw here 
from five cents to a quarter, 
the 
crip p led arm hap p ened to move the 
sym p athy of the guileless? p urchaser. 
A day or two after I saw him seated 
on a tie p ile in friendly converse with 
a hunch of “yeggs." one of whom I 
knew to be a “p eterm an," or saie- 
blower. 
As a 
of fact, these 
men vrere p lanning the robbery of a 
small bank in a suburban town. They 
had rented an old house near the 
p lace and furnished it with a second­ 
hand 
cook 
stove, cooking utensils, 
dishes and ’ nks, and were biding 
their time when a large dep osit for 
the p aym ent of 
railroad 
emp loyes 
should be made. 
They were regarded 
by th e p eop le of the community as a 
“harmiesB" lot of vagrants, and main- 
taine.i them selves for .seve^’al months 
by selling soap , shoe strings, p encils 
and begging p ure and simp le. 
They were only p artially sTTCcess- 
ful in their attack up on the bank, but 
got safely away, the local authorities 
never having susp ected their char­ 
acter. 
Three m onths later, two of 
them were arrested for “blowing” a 
p ostoifie« safe in E astern Pennsylva- 
p ia, and sentenced to five years in the 
p enitentiary. 
L ater on, anothei 
of 
Ihe gang got two years for shooting 
a bartender, and at the sam e time 
was indicted for shooting the chief 
of p olice in a small town, while on 
a “p rowl job.” 
About all the safe “blowing" done 
in country banks, p ostoffices, rad-oad 
ticket offices and coal comp any offices 
is done by this class of liegging bur- 
lars. 
W ithin the last month, the 
federal authorities have secured the 
conviction of a p recisely similar gang 
for p ostoffice work in an adjoining 
county. 
The only equip ment these 
gentry carry, aside from firearms, is 
a cake of soap , a blow p ip e and a bot­ 
tle of nitro.glvcerin, or “soup ." 
The “p anhandling," or begging bur­ 
glar, is just as frequent, 
“Panhand­ 
lers" travel in p airs—one to “work," 
and the other to “p ip e."
